On Monday, 10 


Don't get scared tomorrow Noon, 
when it gets dark, and you have to 
turn on the lights in your homes and 
business places, in order to see. 

Just prepare for it, for old Dame 
Nature is at work and there will be 
an eclipse of the’ sun. The pphenome- 
non will start just before noon and 
will last till 2 o'clock. Richmond 
residents will only see a 95 per cent 
obscurity. To, see a_ total eclipse 
you will have to travel 400 miles or 
so south. The greatest tot&lity will 
occur at 12:55 o'clock. It is stated 
the eclipse will be visitble in no other 
‘state than California.

| be sufficient to interrupt traffic on
